are more class conscious than 
any socialites in the Western 
world, 

Many are roub'e millionaires, 
for they are allowed to keep 
thelr wealth and also puss It en 
to thelr children. 2 

In fact money, next to fear, 
has become the chief Incentive 
In Soviet life, Even Stalin's in- 
come tax men handle ‘the ellte 
more gently than the West 
handles its rich men.

In the British: Army a briga- 
dicr's' pay js 12 times that of a 
private soldier: In the Red 
Army 9 qaeneral gets 300 times 
the pay cf an ordinary soldier.

The Soviet rich can invest at.

duxury goods, 

The survey gocs on:— 

Prime symbol of status in 
Soviet soviety is the dacha, or 
country villa. Members of the 
Presidium and top Government 
oficiats maintain theirs in 
Sercbrynany Bor (Silver Forest), 

-30 miles southeast of Moscow, 
near the village of Tarasovka, 

Here the dachti are large ani 
sumptuously furnished, The 
route out is heavily guarded, 
with control points at short 
intervals. The entire area is 
officially designated as a ‘for 
bidden zone.”
